THE CENSUS. . 


Remarkable Feats in Figures Per- 
formed by the Clerks. 


Annoyance and Trouble Met with in the 
Work—A Talk with Col. Seaton of the 
Census Bureau—“Dr.” Mary Walker 

After President Arthur. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.—The Census 
Bureau is about to close its labors. It has 
gradually reduced its force from nearly 1,500 
men and women down to 175, and now they 
will probably haveto zo. Much regret is 
felt that the few excellent clerks now re- 
maining can not be in some way retained as 
a nucleus for the next census, and there has 
been some hope that they might be trans- 
ferred to the Interior Department, so as to 
be “held over” for that purpose. Whether 
or not this can be done. is, however, some- 
what uncertain. Should many of the States 
take advantage of the offer of the census act 
and take a semi-decimal census on Govern- 
ment blanks, it would give employment to 
quite a number of people in the Department 


line. The act authorizing the census of 1880 
provided that hereafter the Government 
should bear half the expense of a census that 
any State might choose to take at the seml- 
decimal period, provided the State 
should take in accordance with 
Government rules and upon blanks 
corresponding with those used by the Census 
Bureau or recommended by it. 

“Do you thigk that many of the States 
will accept of this proposition?” vour vor- 
respondent asked of Col. Seaton, the head of 
the Census Bureau. 

“Yes, I think that quite a number will do 
so, though how many of course cannot be 
accurately foretold now. -It will depend up- 
on the action of the State Legislatures. 
There are several States—New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, and, perhaps, some 
others—that take a census at the half-way 
period any way. Of course they 

WILL BE GLAD 
to accept the offer of the .Government to 
bear haif the cost. Itis quite probable, too, 
that others of the States, those of wealth 
and ability, and others anxious to prove their 
rapid growth, may also accept the offer. 
All will, however, depend upon the action of 
the State Legislatures in each case, for they 
make or unmake the project.” 

“Will the appropriation made by last Con- 
gress be sufficient to complete the work upon 
the national census of 1880?’ 

“Yes, ample. 1 think there remains but 
little more to bedone now. The report on 
schodis and churches is not yet quite com- 
pleted, but wil! soon be finished so far as we 
are able to getit. Weattempted to get these 
by volunteer work, sending out letters and 
bianks to persons in position to give the in- 
formation. Some of these, many of them In- 
deed, have responded promptly and kindly, 
but some have not, and the result is that our 
revort upon this subjéct wil! not be as com- 
plete as we had hoped it might be. In ask- 
ing information upon this subject we were 
entirely at the mercy of those we called 
upon, there being no oo for compell- 
ing them to respond. Now, in some cases— 
railroads and other corporations—we had 
authority to compel them to give us certain 
information, and in anumber of cases they 
were prosecuted because of refusal to do so. 
Then we obtained what we wanted. But, as 
I was saying, we are practically through 
with the work. A little more labor on(the 
school and church statistics will close it up. 
We. are now engaged in reading the 
proofs as they come to us. We 
find it necessary to add every column 
of figures over againin proof, so that the 
prooi-reading is-a much more laborious task 
than wouid be supposed.” 

‘Your employes must have become ex- 
perts in figures by this time, however ?’”’ 

“Yes, they have. Itis perfectly wonder- 
ful how rapidly these people will add upa 
long coluinn of figures, perfectly wonderful. 
Why lL believe that the menand women we 
have here now will do as muchin a day as 
five of the average force would when we be- 
gan the census work. You see nearly all of 
them doubied and many trebled their usefui- 
ness by experience, and then we have the

left here now. We have only about one out 
of every tenof the force with which we be- 
gan, and of course we have kept the best all 
the time. ‘The result is that these men and 
women are the best in the country, perhaps 


pity to lose their services.” 

‘“Tiave you many ladies among your force 
of experts?” 

*Yes,a good many. We found the ladies who 
were really anxious to succeed quite as apt 
as the gentlemen, and as rapid workers in 
many instances,’”’ 

“Your cexsus publications will, then, soon 
be ready for publication, will they not?’ 

“Not in every case. Manv of them will be 
somewhat delaved by the work upon the 
plates which are to accompany them,” 

There seems no limit to the possibilities of 
machinery. Col. Seaton remarked, in the 
course of his conversation, that he had in- 
vented an adding machine, similar in ap- 
pearance and mechanisin to a type-writer, 
which adds with perfect accuracy, and 
which, with some trifling changes, would, 
he believed, add a column of figures as rapid- 
ly as the most brilliant expert and with none 
vf the mental labor or long special training 
and personal fitness which render success in 
most instances.

Opposition to the Sunday Law—The 
Governor’s Visitors.

JEFFERSON City, July 19.—Jefferson City, 
which is usuaily spoken of over the State 
with the same reference t6 life and public 
enterprise as is used in referring to an Egyp- 
tian mummy,fhas at last got;wakened up and 
shows signs of life. Last Sunday every sa- 
loon and business house in the city was 
closed up without any previous notice. Men 
who came down early in the morning to get 
their accustomed drink (and there was lots 
of them), could scarcely be made to realize 


that the saloons were henceforth to be closed 
on Sunday. As soon as it beca:ne known thata 
strict conformity to the Sunday law was the 
direct work of the saloon-Keepers, a good 
deal of comment was made regarding their 
course in this matter, and it is doubtful if 
the saloon men will accomplish the object 
they have in view, i. e., make the Sunday 
law, when strictly enforced, so obnoxious 
thatina short time they can again open 
their saloons without any fear of being mo- 
lested. Itis the opinion of every State offi- 
cial with whom your correspopdent has 
talked, regarding this matter, that the 
saloon men have been a little too hasty and 
shown too much zeal in enforcing a law 
which they have been permitted to violate 
with impunity for years, and that their 
actions last Sunday look very much like the 
devil reproving sin, and will, in the end, do 
their cause much injury. ‘The Jefferson City 
Tribune, which was suppressed last Sunday 
(the editor, J.E. McHenry, being tempor- 
arily absent), this mornipvg notified the 
Sheriff that the paper will be issued next 
Suaday, and if any effort is made to suppress 
it, “there will be music in the air.” The 
Sheriff, Mr. Wagner, owns a saloon himseif,

the same privileges, and must logically re 
ceive the same protection. . 

The Governor presumes that the officers 
and courts in St. Louis, which have hereto- 
fore performed their respective duties, will 
continue to do so. If they fail, it will not 
be his fault. He has neither the disposition 
nor the means to compel them to enforce the 
law, but he fully expects them to execute 
the law and not murmur at this or that sec- 
tion. The saloon-keepers should recognize the 
fact that, in the public estimation, they are 
not engaged in as honorable and elevating a 
trade as those in the commercial, mechan- 
ical, ministerial or professional business, 
and it is a matter of pruseeemon for them 
to assert it, in doing which the ywork an in- 
jury to their own business. Their threats to rig- 
idty enforce the Sunday law against all other 
classes and trades is foolish, and is warming 
into life a. feeling of disgust at their own 
selfishness. The omission of beer and wine 
from the high-license privilege the Governor 
characterizes as an error which will 
result in injury to the law, and 
manifest injustice to those operating 
under high license. In conclusion, the Goy- 
ernor declares that he has no feeling for or 
inclination towards this law stronger or 
greater than for any other law on the 
statute books. Hedenies that he has as- 
sumed powers in its enforcement not be- 
longing to his office and claims that if he 
has erred it has been on the side of the law.

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THE STRIKE. — 


No Signs From Hither Side of 
Yielding. 

The Telegraph Operators Seem Determined 
—The Western Union in This City Not 
Crippled to Any Degree—The Strike in 
‘New York and Other Cities. 


In the vicinity of the Western Union tele- 
graph office at Third and Olive streets, there 
is nothing to-day to recall the exciting scenes 
of yesterday. A pair of stolid-looking police- 
men are stationed at the doorways 
to the building, for what purpose they them- 
selves do not seém to know. ‘The 
striking operators, true to their programme 
of gentlemanly behavior, have refrained from 
gathering in the neighborhood of the scene 
of their late employment, as is customary 
with miners and tradesmen on like occasions. 
Not an operator was to be seen all morning 
on Third street, bétween Pine and Locust. 
A visit was made to Lightstone’s Hall, 


at elevemo’clock, but the hall was closed 
and in the large saloon down stairs there 
were no operators. “The telegraph men 
don’t meet until two o’clock, and they don’t 
come in here anyhow,” said the barkeeper. 
At Central Turner Hall, where many of the 
meetings of the brotherhood have been held, 
not a member of the craft was 
to be seen. They were not visible at the 
hotels, and oniy a very few appeared upon 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange. They 
were non-commitial and rather evaded inter- 
views with reporters. One of the Eck- 
ert brothers was so very wmysteri- 
ous that he said he would 
not Sfeel that he was doing right 
in answering the question whether the 
Brotherhood met this afternoon at Light- 
stone’s or Central Turner Hall. Mortimer 
Shaw, the secretary of the union, was seen 
for a few minutes. He had nothing to add 
to what had _ been previously pub- 
lished, except that the strikers were 
more determined each hour, and 
were prepared to stick out for two or three 
months, if necessary. ‘“The public,” he said, 
‘thas been fully apprized of the nature of our 
grievances, and our argument was submitted 
in the circular from the executive com- 
ittee, published in vyesterday’s Post- 
ISPATCH. ‘The issue is made up. We 
made certain demands. The company re- 
fused. Wesitruck. It 1s a desperate fight 
on both sides. They have the. money, we 
have right, justice and reason on our side. 
We made our demand peacefully, we quit 
work peacefully, and we will conduct our- 
sélves in a law-abiding and orderly 
manner. The public is the jury, 
and with them we rest the case. 
am satisfied that the strongest 
oint with us is that the Brotherhood has in 
ts ranks the best operators in the country 
and the Western Union cannot get alon 
without them. We may not get all we aske 
for, but we will get something, and a recog- 
nition of the Brotherhood will be one of the 
concessions.” 


At the Western Union. 

“‘Wehave sixty good, experienced opera- 
tors at work up stairs at this hour,” said 
Manager Brown at eleven o’clock, ‘‘and they 
are not beardiess youths and amateurs from 
the colleges and inexperienced women, as 
some of the papers have stated. We have 
more applications for positions than we can 
possibly utilize, and commenced last night to 
assist our less fortunate neighbors of the 
Westand South. In my opinion there is 


no strike. Alotof our people quit work 
and we filled their places. If the unem- 
loyed cail themselves ‘strikers,’ that is 
heir right. ‘They are no more to us than so 
many dry goods clerks or day laborers, in 
whose employment we have no pogsible in- 
terest.’’ 

Mr. Topliffe, the chief operator, broke in 
At one te ae tosay: ‘“‘The operators at 
Springfield and Quincy, I[li., all went back to 
work in a body this murning.” 

“Were they allowed to resume?” asked 
Mr. Brown. 

. “Why, certainly.’’ 

“Well, all l have got to sayis that that is 
a funny way to treat them, and the superin- 
tendents had no right to take them back.”’ 

Mr. Brown then turned toa young lady 
and engaged her to attend tothe Laclede 
branch office, which business completed, he 
said to the reporter: ‘‘By to-morrow é6ven- 
ing I will have every one of my forty-five 
branch offices open. I have fifteen 
in operation this morning, the 
polo and Union stock yards, tlie 

effingwell avenue station, the Southern, 
Lindeil, Laclede and Barnum’s Hotels, 
Eighteenth and Lucas, the Lafayette Park 
station, 934 Broadwav, Graff, Bennett & Co., 
Hayner & Co,, the sugar district station at 
404 North Second street, Pauley’s drug 
store, atCompton and Easton avenues, and 
the station at Grand avenue and Olive, | 
have also reopened the Mutual Union oftice 
on Third street, near Pine, and 
placed it in control of an_ ex- 
perienced lady. Since the consolidation 
we keep but one operator on duty there. 
Last night we handled a press report of un- 
usual length, and the Post-Disparcu to- 
day is getting full service. Ihave manned 
as many instruments at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change as’can be worked to other points. St. 
Louis is better fixed than many other large 
cities, but they are all doing well. I admit 
that the behavior of the strikers has been 
aimirable. Why should it notbe’ The 
fact ts the boys have madea mistake and 

am sorry for it for their sake. The 
Western Union will be benefitted by it. 
We will have a full force at work to-night, 
and shall continue to ship uperators to points 
where they are more needed than here. The 
company was prepared for this movement, 
and we were not caught out in the storm 
‘without an umbrella this time, as we were in 
1870. That was a serious strike, but we 
pulled through it all right.” 


A Significant Statement. 

Onc of the prime movers and active organ- 
izers of the strike of 1870 was Charles Sel- 
don, of Cincinnati. So conspicuous was he, 
that his name was put high up in the West- 
ern Union black list, when the trouble was 
all over. He never again entered the ser- 
vice of the company, but being an accom- 
plished electrician, he- occupied responsible 
positions in rival companies, and _ for 
several years has been superintendent. 
of the telegraph of the entire Wa- 
bash railroad system. <A Post-Disparcnu 
reporter met him this morning in the office 
of Superintendént Baker, where he was 
chatting plensantly upon the situation. To 
the reporter, who is an old acquaintance, he 
said, “Between you and me | don’t see how 
the boys can win this fight. The company 
has had too wuch time to prepare for them. 
It will be nothing like asstronga fight as 
that of 1870. I think they nave asked for 
too much, and the most of them. will bein 
big juck to get back to work inside of six 
months.”

On the Exchanges. 

The effect of the strike was very apparent 
on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange this 
morning. Comparatively speaking, it was 
a quiet place. The bull-pen, usually the 
focal point of the excitement which animates 
the Exchange, instead of presenting the ap- 
pearance of a pyramidal, mass of strug- 
gling and shouting humanity, had only 
a few straggling traders upon its 
steps, and they conducted such business as 
came to them ina lethargic kind of way. 
There was no jostling, because there was 
enough room for all and to spare, and hardly 
any shouting because it soon became appar- 


ent that bids for business were generally dis- 
regarded. Lacking the excitement of their 
legitimate business the traders grew frolic- 
some, and sparring matches with glossy 
beavers and faultiess felts as the objective 
point of pugilistic prowess took the place of 
offer and take in the prominent staples. 

“Not one tenth of the usual business has 
been done here to-day,” said Mr. D, RK. 
Francis to a Post-Dispatcu reporter. ‘The 
telegraph companies haye been giving us 
very poor service. 1don’t belleve the trades 
of tu-day would foot up half a million bush- 
els, as against the usual ranof two to three 
millions up to this time of day. We have 
only done about 190,000 bushels, and usual!

‘There was no operator at all at the Chi- 
cago provision black-board, and no quota- 
tions had been received up to noon.

New YorK, July 20. — The World says: 
“The telegraph opérators’ strike yesterday 
was an unfortunate affair. Unfortunate for 
the employes, because at the moment the 
strike occurred a Western Uniop committee 
was prepared tw listen to their complaints 


and to make concessions which would doubt- 
less have led to a settlement; unfortunate 
for the business interests of the country, 
which suffered severely from the partial in- 
terruption of telegraphic communication; 
less unfortunate for the companies than for 
any othégs in interest, because they were 
enabled t6 continue business with less delay 
than was thought possible, considering the 
extent of the strike.” 
THE HERALD. 

The Herald says: *““The order issued yes- 
terday by Gen. Eckert, acting president of 
the Western Union, that messages are to be 
taken ‘subject.to delay and to mailing en 
route if necessary,’ presupposes on the part 
of the community a good deal of ignorance 
as to the legal liability of the company for 
delay in sending dispatehes. It is an ele- 
mentary principle of law, recognized and af- 
firmed a thousand times oy the courts, that 
4 oo corporation is bound to transinit 
with due diligence all messages delivered to 
it, and is liable for the damages caused by 
unreasonable delay due to its own neglii- 
gence. It has been expressiv and unani- 
mously held by the Supreme Court in this 
city, as we have already pointed out, that 
a strike, however general, is no defense 
in law for the failure of a_ railroad 
corporation to perforin its duties to the pub- 
lic, and the law is precisely the same in the 
case of a telegraph company. The company 
is held legally responsible for the continu- 
ance of a strike ofits employes, and any 
serious delay orinterruption of its business 
caused by the strike is held in law to be due 
to its own negligence.” 

THE TIMES. 

The Times says: ‘“l‘hus far the eonduct of 
the strikers has been commendabie, and it is 
to be mY te that er will avoid the mistake 
of interfering with the liberties of others or 
the property of others. They are strong in 
their cause and in their union,-and it will be 
no easy matter to fill their places. Meantime 
the companies have their obligations to the 
public. * Under their ¢hartered privileges 
they are bound to carry on the basiness of 
transmitting messages, and we know of no 
reason why the obligations of connnon carri- 
ers should not Jegally apply to them.” 

THE TRIBUNE. 

The Tribune says: “If the Brotherhood 
of Telegraph Operators bad complied with 
the requirements of their own constitution 
it is probable that the present strike would 
have been averted. One of the vrovisions of 
that document is that ‘no strike can be in- 
stituted until after all attempts at arbitra- 
tion have failed.’ If the telegraph operators 
have substantial grievances, there ifno doubt 
that a fair presentation of their case’ would 
meet with considerate treatneut by the man- 
agers of the various telegrdpli companies.

All dis- 
patches are transmitted directly to the main 
office, Where they are re-sent to their several 
points of destination. 

CABLE COMMUNICATION CLOSED. 

“What effect will the strike have on busi- 
ness?” John Campbell of the Executive 
Committee of the Brotherhood was asked. 

“The violent fluctuations in oil yesterday 
were caused by the knowledge that none but 
first Class operators are employed in the oil 
regions and that they will all gu out with the 
rest. The average nuinber of messages 
handled daily between Pittsburg and Oil 
City is about 3,000, and there is probably not 
a message being sent between these two 
centers to-day. The effect on business will 
be verv disastrous. The committee fully re- 
alizes its awful responsibility. The company 
would not recognize us aud we had no other 
alternative.” 

“How about the cables?” 

“I ain positive that the Mexican cables land- 
ing at Galveston, Texas, the Cuban cables 
landing at Jacksonville, Fla., and the French 
cables landing at Duxbury, Mass., are 
stopped. They may pessibly get a message or 
twu, but they cannot possibly bandle the 
business. It may be generally stated that all 
cable communication between this country 
and the rest of the world is practically sus- 
peuded.”’

“Send wordif the telegraphers want any 
money. If you do, call on me.” 


At Chicago. 

CHICAGO, July 20.—Supt. Glowry reports 
that the business of the Chicago offics of the 
Western Union Company is moving along 
without any perceptible friction and that 
while there is not the usual rapid service, 


nevertheless. all commercial and _ per- 
sonal messages and press dispatches are 
being sent over the wires without marked 
delay. None of the old operators have as 
yet reported back for duty, but recruits have 
come in from the country towns to take their 
places, and the old operators who had gone 
into other lines of business here also applied 
and have been given situations. {On ’Change 
this morning there was a disinclination to 
engage in tradini, but little business being 
transacted during the early hours. The 
strikers here thus far display firmness in 
their determination to stand out for a con- 
siderable period, and express a belief that 
the compauy will have to accede to their de- 
mands. 


At Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., July 20.—The Western 
Union office has received a number of more 
operators to-day and business is being for- 
warded as fast as it is received to all points 
not crippled. Two of yesterday’s strikers 
have made application for reinstatement. 
No action has yet been taken in their case. 
The strikers inaintain excellent deportment. 
They continue active in trying to persuade 
the working operators to join them.

The striking operators have an arrange- 
ment to receive telegraphic news from New 
York and are holding a continuous secret 
session at their headquarters.

How the Prohibitionists Have Or- 
ganized to Carry the State. 


An Elaborate Scheme to Canvass Missouri 
—Their Aims and Plans—Subscriptions 
—Talk with a Member of the Executive 
Committee of the Alliance. 


The conference of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee of the Prohibition Alllance, which was 
held in this city a few days ago, 1s expected to be 
prolific of results for the suecess of the party. -: It 


was engaged in the work of finally perfecting the 
pian of organization, and of con- 
ueting the fight against the 
liquor interests in the State, By conversations 
with the various members of the exeéutive com- 
niittee, A reporter of the Post-DisPATCH Was 
enabled to. glean the pringipal details of the 
methods which will be pursued 40 bring Missouri 
into line a4s.a prohibition State. A central execth- 
tive committée has been formed, with Ex-Gover- 
hor Charles P. Johnson at its head, and 
cousistin of Rev. John A. Brooks, John 
McMichael and 0. H. P. Applepate. 
This committee expects #0 establish here 
a financial and literary bureau for the distribu- 
tion of litemature, containing full information of 
the | 
PROGRESS OF PROHIBITION PRINCIPLES, 
arguments in its favor and all matters stich as 
interviews with saloon men showing the position 
they assume with respect to law and order and 
the liquor traffic, which may tend to place the 
temperance and law abiding people in direct oppe- 
sition te the saloon interests. The Bead-quarter 
of the. litefary bureau will be fix 
at Applegate’s publication house, fromt winch 
place the committee will act. This committee 
will have exclusive controlof the executive man- 
agement of the alhance, and afe émpowered to 
disburse funds in the manner most likely to ac-

PURELY POLITICAL ORGANIZATION, 
in so far as itS object contemplates tne destruc- 
tion of saloons through legisiation, as distinct 
froma temperanee or total abstinanee society, 
and everyone is eligible to menrbership, the only 
necessary qualification being the payment of a 
fee. vo That required for life membership is fixed at 
$10. The fact that aman 1s a drinking mattis no 
bar to his membership, the only thing consiaered 
being his willingness .to work or vote 
for the submission of a _ prohibition 
amendment; neither total abstanence nor 
temperance is required of the members. It ts 
the purpose of the alliance to follow tne Lowa 
plan aud to work entirely within party lines. No 
attempt will be made to form a distinct prohibi- 
tion party, or to run prohibition men against party 
candidates, but rather to accomplish their ends 
by overruling the _ selection of party ean- 
didates in favor of men who will vote 
for submission. ‘Lhe first effort will 
be to capture the primaries of the dominant 
party in a locajity and then to capture the conveu- 
tions, andin this way secure a Legislature favor- 
able to submission. Aiter this is accomplished 
the work of catching the voters will be commnene- 
ed in earnest.

A prominent member of the Executive Commit- 
tee in a conversation on the subject said: 

“Our financial bureau is  flourishing., It 
would be a matter of surprise | to 
the ublic to have our subscription 
list published. Not an individual subscription of 
fess amount than $200, and some of them as bigh 
as $600. We already have jrards of $10,000 
pledged, and we will have no difficulty in securing 
means to carry on the work of the bu- 
reau. That work will be largely devoted 
to showing up the presumptuous attitude 
of the saloon men as placing themselves 
on the same basis with other businesses 
and defying the laws of the land. Take this Sun- 
day law for instance; before the passage of the 
Downing law, these men were talking about pay- 
hig some deference to the general sentiment of the 
American people in favor of an observance of the 
day, but as soon as an enforcement is attempted 
they fly in the face of the law andfight it. If 
these striking telegraphers should cut wires and 
attempt to keep men outof the Western Union 
Offices, the power of the law would be invoked 
against them at once; just so with men in any 
Other business, but 

THE SALOON-KEEPERS, 

who carry On a business thai is at best a tolerated 
evil, seem to think that they can defy any 
law that does not suit them, and do defy 
it. Weshall bring this fact out strongly and 
also the failure of officersin the city to enforce 
either, from favor or inability, and the failure of 
the law as a revenue mMé@asure, OWing to the use of 
the witre and beer licenses.” 

“Have you any idea of your numerical strength 
in the State?” 

“No; it would be impossille to estimate it at 
present, 1 only Know that the last 
convention showed anh immense  nicrease. 
There were thirty delegates there from St. 
Louis in place of one as before and num- 
bers of leiters were received from prominent men 
in the city Who could not be present, but were in 
sympathy with us. Our canvass will determine 
our strength or weakness.” 

“You don’t expect to form & distinet political 
party?” 

“We do not. No man need leave his party nor 
give up any of Ris personal habits to join the alli- 
ance. We expect to work within the old parties 
and to attempt to control the party that can do us 
the most gcod. L think we shall have no difficulty in 
capturing the Democrats on the matter of sub- 
mission. We shall support the ablest and best men 
for the Legisiature and shall attempt to nominate 
and elect men of legislative experience from our 
own ranks. We shall not, however, permit any 
probibitionist to run for an office which promises 
money rewayds, as we propose to place ourselves 
before the public as fighting for a principle and 
not for political rewards.

“Well, the Executive Committee has received 
several propositions to start a cheap morning 
daily, but 1 don’t think we shall start one. We 
would encourage a paper that could be run to 
succeed as a newspaper, and which would favor 
submission and prohibition, but we shall not 
start wa paper for the gole purpose of advocating 
prohibilion, We ean accomplish This end just as 
well and cheaper throughthe literary bureau. Lt 
is possible, however, ta paper which shall 
colmmand supports of its Own merits, but will be 
liberal in its treaqm of pfobibition, will be 
ataried in this city Mf no distant day.

Butthe hot winds ruined the grain in 
maby of thé most productive portions of the _, 
by drying the milk as the grains were being fille 
out. In many sections of the State wheat looks 
splendidly, but whenit is examined itis found 
that it will hardly pay. tocutit. In Colusa and 
Yolo counties it is reported that hardly 40 per 
cent of an average crop will be obtained, and in- 
formation as to the southern counties is of the 
same discouraging character, with the exception 
of those localities near the coast, which have had 
an abundance of fog. Instead of the 
large ey for exportation which was an- 
ticipated, it is now believed that there will be not 
over $24,000,000 worth. It is estimated that $20.- 
000,000 is nearer the truth than the former fig- 
ures.” §S. & S., in their letter, say: “Inclosed 
please find a bit of information which we believe 
to be true. New wheat is being delivered quite 
slowly, owing to what producers call below pro- 
ducing prices. The price being paid to-day (July 
14) is $1 50 to $1 55 per hundred.” On the basis of 
$1 55 per hundred, the $24,000,000 worth of wheat 
for export would be equal to about 22,000,000 bush- 
els. Colusa County, Cal., is about the best wheat- 

roducing county in the State. The wheat raised 
nthe coast counties alluded to is not of a good 
quality, as the grain is dark and_ discolorea by 
the salt sea air and fogs.——The -Western Union 
had promised that a force of operators would be 
furnished the Exchange by ters to take the 
place of the boys who went out on tbe strike. The 
company tailea to carry out its promise. With the 
exception of R. Bohle, there was only one tele- 
graph operator on the Exchange floor to-day. Bohle 
attended to the Chicago grain blackboard, but the 
provision board was bare and the various offices 
on the floor were almost empty. In the absence 
of telegraphic facilities businesson ‘Change to- 
day was almost dead. This was especially the 
case with the grain futures, only about 300,000 
bushels of all kin«s of grain being traded in up to 
11 o'clock. Thefailure of the Western Union to 
fulfill what it had so ean ny 2 | romised was 
commented upon very severely Dy the merchants, 
and the sympathy felt for the striking operators 
was intensified. “‘There can’t be any orders re- 
ceived,” remarked Geo. Small, “asthereis no 
telegraph working, so that any man who makes a 
trade to-day in options can be put down asa 
speculator.” Then George turned to and sold five 
November wheat. 

Irwin, Orr&Co., of Chicago, wire W. G. 
Smyth: {Extract from dispatch from Tuscarawas 
county, Ohio.}) “G. \ Marlvane yesterday 
thrashed first part of the new crop of wheat, and 
it ylelded 27 1-16 bushels tothe acre, which was 
far beyond his expectations.”——The circular 
issued. by the committee who prepared the rules 
on memberships, to be voted upon to-morrow,Wwas 
circulated on the floor to-day, and received full 
attention from the members: The arguments ad- 
vanced in the circular were well received by the 
members.most of whom seem favorably impressed 
by the ideas of this committee.

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THE STRIKERS. 

No matter from what point of view the 
present telegraph strike is regarded, it has 
elements of interest not common to any 
labor disturbance which has occurred in this 
country for years. In the first place 
the average telegraph operator is a 
man of more than average intelligence, he 
is the sort of person who would be accepted 
on a special jury; he is a fair sample of the 
public schooled American; he is the sort of 
man who goes to make up the great middle 
class of the Republic.’ A strike of telegraph 
operators is much like a strike of book- 
keepers or of commercial travelers. 

Again, the guild throughout the country is 
well organized—it does not include all the 
operators in the land, but a large percentage 
of them, lt has a well defined centra) gov- 
ernment, and it seems to be well disciplined 
and obedient. The men and women have 
been receiving good wages. They have been 
expecting this trouble for some time, and 
doubtless they have made their arrange- 
ments fora long season of idleness. Then 
we see that the strike has every condition of 
success which the strikers can give it. It 
remains to be seen whether it will succeed— 
whether a success{ul strike does not require 
elements which no combination of labor can 
give. : 

Political economists tell us that strikes are 
wrong in principle and pernicious in prac- 
tice. If the telegraphers can show the con- 
trary they will set an example for labor 
which no other organization has vet done. 
Wedo not believe that they will succeed. 
There are too many idle telegraphers, and 
the telegraph business is too important to 
the whole country to permit a long and tedi- 
ous interruption in its work. Public opinion 
is the buttress upon which a strike must 
rest, and it will not have much patience with 
a delay that costs money. ‘The contest will 
be eagerly watched throughout the land. 
Labor and capital have seldom met upon a 
tield so nearly even. 


THE COMING REPUBLIC. 

The colonies of Australia are agitating the 
question of a Federal Government for the 
whole continent modeled upon the United 
States. It is only a matter of time when 
this consummation must be reached. The 
new world inthe South seas, in every step 
of her progression, bears a striking resem- 
blance to the American Republig. Colonies 
have been founded upon her shores that must 
draw together into one great nation. The 
mistakes that England made here have 
taught her experience and are not being re- 
peated, but the growth of Australian nation- 
ality has gone on—slowly, because not fos- 
tered by opposition—but surely, because in 
this economy of nature it must. The ties 
that bind it to Europe are light, so light that 
they nay be carried on for years, but in the 
end the umbilical cord will be cut and the 
Republic of Australia will stand side by side 
with the United States in the great work of 
the political regeneration of the race. It 
does not needa prophetic eye to read the 
future of the new worlds bound together by 
common interests, a common blood and a 
common hope. It isa maxim with European 
diplomatists that the past belongs to the 
Latin, the present tq the German, the future 
to the Russ. But the strong, cosmopolitan 
cross-bred race growing up on the American 
prairies and the Australian downs will con- 
fute diplomacy and checkmate Europe. Un- 
der its leadership alone will we come to the 
time

In the parliament of man—the federation of the 
world. 


STOP THE NONSENSE.

Clerks are expectant, and 
a géneral state of uncertainty prevails 
around the City Hall/ It is time to put a 
stop to this nonsense.

THE ISSUES OF 1884. __ 

So many Republicans earnestly demand 
tariff reform and oppose the tendency of 
their party towards extreme Protection doc 
trines, and so many Democrats are affright- 
ed by the Free Trade bugaboo, that. the tar- 
iff question is manifestly slipping into a far 
less dominant position than that which at 
one time it promised to hold in the next 
National election, The divisions in both 
parties and the party necessity for a basis 
of union on beth sides tend to a subordina- 
tion, or, possibly, an elimination of the tar- 
itf issue. 

What will take its place? There is a kin- 
dred question which in the elections of 1882 
proved that it had a powerful hold on the 
popular mind, and. could overthrow the im- 
mense majorities which the Republicans had 
long polled in States like Pennsylvania, 
Michigan and Kansas. It was not 
the tariff question, but the in- 
dorsement of the Anti-Monopoly League 
that elected the Democratic nominee 
over FoLGER in New York by a majority of 
190,000. By enlisting the Anti-Monopoly 
sentiment, the Democrats elected PATTISON 
in Pennsylvania, BUTLER in Massachusetts, 
WALLER in Connecticut, BEGOLE in Michi- 
gan, GLIcK in Kansas, GRANT in Colorado, 
KINKEAD in Nevada and STONEMAN in Cal- 
ifornia. 

It is mainly on the capture of these Re- 
publican strongholds in 1882 that the con- 
fidence ina Democratic triumphin 1884 is 
grounded. . The $1,000 votes cast for PETER 
CooPER in 1876 were swollen to 307,000 for 
WEAVER in 1880. The Democratic vote of 
72,000 in Michigan, in 1881, grew to 154,000 for 
BEGOLE as the nominee of the Democrats 
and Anti-Monopolists in 1882. A similar 
fusion on CLARK, for State Treasurer, 
elected bim in Nebraska in 1882, though the 
straight Democratic nominee for Governor 
was beaten 15,000 votes at the same elec- 
tion. 

Itis clear that the Anti-Monopolists can 
wield the balance of powerina number of 
States, and probably in the whole Union. 
Unless their thunder is stolen by one or 
both of the old parties, the prospectis that 
they can organize a third party strong 
enough to render anumber of States yery® 
uncertain as between the Democratic and 
Republican candidates. The more the tariff 
issue is frittered away by the actions and 
necessities of the two old parties, the more 
the monopoly question will loom in their 
pathway. It will not down. The Demo-., 
cratic Committee of California, in a called 
meeting the other day, was compelled to con- 
demn the inaction of the State Railroad 
Commissioners as false to the Anti-Monopoly 
pledges of the Democratic platform, and 
it called on them to resign. Makers of slates 
and platforms will be badly left if they ignore 
the fact that they will have to deal with this 
new and commanding question.

If the people 
who delight in drinking and fighting choose to 
leave the city on Sanday, no law can prevent 
them. Respectable citizens of New York may 
avoid trouble by staying at home,

and children and policé secures order. But 
when the working people of a city are forced 
to find their recreation in excursions beyond 
the pale of police supervision, the wives and 
daughters are Jeft at home and drunkenness, 
indecency and riot ensue..

In the case of Eliza Buckley against Catharine 
Cody, Judge Lubke this morning rendered the 
following important decision; Upon the trial of 
this cause the parties admitted that the rents of 
the real estate of Michael Buckley,deceased,were, 
until March 1 last, collected by the administrator 
and accounted for by bim to the parties. Plaintiff 
herself testified that she assisted the 
administrator in renting out the real 
estate and collecting the rents. She 


had occupied the homestead of the deceased, 
and by consent of the parties the court in its de- 
cree set the same off to her by accurate descrip- 
tion, The parties also admitted that the other 
real estate of the estate was not susceptible of 
division, whereupon the court ascertained the 
yearly value of —- dower in all the real es- 
tate, diminished by the yearly value of the home- 
stead, and gave plaintiff judgment for such yearly 
value. The remaining isque in the cause was what 
dumages should be assesstd in favor of the plaln- 
uff for the value of the dower between 
Mareh 1 last and the the 
pedemient in this case? court 
xed this at $39 13. Plaintiff has now moved for 
u new trial, alleging only one ground, namely: 
That the court erred in the amount allowed her 
dower trom March 1to Jwy 10. in this, that the 
Lomestead rental value shonid not have been de- 
ducted from the other retitals until after assign- 
ment of dower. The statute provides that when 
wuy Widows shall be entitled to dower tu real

When this motion for a new trial 
was first presented it seemed that the saine was 
well founded, because of the language of the 
stauute that: “Unitil dower be assigned” the 
widdw shall not be liable to pay any 
reat for the mansion house. This assumes, 
however, that dower can be assighbed only by the 
mode pointed out in the statute, Upon exuamih- 
ing the books it will be found that dower hiay be 
assigned by parol and by very informa! acts.

A MEDICINE WAR. 


The Wood Medicine Company's Complaint 
Against Alexander and J. & C. Maguire. 


In Judge Lubke’s court this morning a petition 
was presented to restrain any and all parties, ex- 
cepting the Wood Medicine Company, froni the 
manufacture and sale of the J. & C. Macuire pro- 
prietary medicines, The petitioner states that on 
January 26, 1880, James Maguire, assigneé of J. & 
C. Maguire, assigned to Thomas W. Wood (the 
Wood Medicine Company) all of the proprietary 
medicines and the right to manufacture same 
which had been prior to that time manufactured 


by #?& C. Maguire. The petitioner immedi- 
ately thereafter commence and has ever since 
continued to manufacture and sell these medi- 
cipes. Fhe petitioner further:states that ‘mn the 
month of June, 1880, James and Constantine Ma- 
_ conspired together, and with Adolphus 
arless, then carrying on the business of a druz- 
vist in this citv, but since deceased, to infringe 
upon the petitioner’s rights, and down to the 25th 
OL May, 188, whey continued to manulacture and 
sell the several micdicines tormerly manufactured 
by . & C. Maguire, using therefor the 
recipes assigned to petitioner aud using 
the same Kind of bottle and copies of the 
trade marks, cuts and labies so assigned, labeliug 
the medicines with the names of ‘Maguire’s Fami- 
ly Medicines and J. & C. Maguire,’ and stating on 
the wrapper that the same were prepared by ‘Dr, 
C. Maguire,’ meaning thereby the said Constan- 
tine Maguire, who Was notand is not a docter 
of medicine.”” . James and Constantine set ou foot 
& proceeding to ferfeit the petitioner’s franchise 
which proceeding was dismissed on its merits,and 
the judgurent was affirmed by the Court of Ap- 
peals on the 2 of January, 13 J 
ou the™ death of Mr. 
the St. Louis Medicine Company was 
organized and became the successor of his busi- 
hess, 4ud the medicines manufactured by J. & C. 
Maguire, in contravention of the petitioner’s 
nights, were sold by the St. Louis Medicine Com- 
pw fe At the February term, 1883, of the St. 
ouis Circuis Court the petitioner brought suit 
against J. & C. Maguire and the st. Louis Medi- 
clue Company’ for an injunction and aceount. The 
suit was decided in favor of the petitioner, Im- 
mediately after the last mentioned decision the 
defendants are alleged to have conspired with Ai- 
exander Maguire, a brother of J. & C. Maguire, to 
commence and manufacture the well-Known J. & 
C. Maguire proprietary medicines over his-own 
haine, aod, in convection with his brothers, has 
continued the business to the great loss and 
damage of the petitioner, The petitioner asked 
for au injunction to restrain the three Maguire 
brothers from manufacturing or selling any of 
the medicines formerly manufactured by J. & C. 
Maguire. The court ordered that the defendants 
appear before the court at ten o’clock to-morrow 
morning to show cause why an injunction should 
not issue. Mr. John G. Chandler appeared for the 
petitioner.

A WOODEN SHOE.

Toward the end of September, 1832, it was 
announced among the artistic circles of Paris 
that Nicolo Paganini had fallen seriously ill, 
at the conelusion of a grand concert given 
the illustrious violinist. He was attacked by 
a low intermitting fever, which refused to 
yieid to the remedies employed, and even 
gave rise to apprehensions for his life. 

Paganini, whose leanness was already al- 
most spectral, now seemed to have his frail 
existence suspended by a thread which the 
slightest shock might sever. ‘lhe physicians 
unanimously orderea solitude, absolute re- 
pose, and a strict regimen as to diet. 

In order to carry out these prescriptions, 
Paganini removed to the Villa Lutetiana in 
the Faubourg Poissonniere. ‘This excelent 
establishment, which no longer exists, was 
intended exclusively for the reception and 
cure of wealthy invalids. A spacious, com- 
fortable house stood in a large, park-like 
garden, where each patient could ramble at 
will, and enjoy either solitude or society at 
his choice, A great charm of this house was 
that every OLe lived justas he or she pleased; 
in the evening, either retiring to the solitude 
of his apartment or joining in the games, 
music and cunversation held in the drawing- 
room. Paganjni naturally belonged to those 
who preferred passing the evenings in quiet- 
ness and retirement. There was plenty of 
gossip ign the drawing-room; three or four 
censorious old maids iell on him tooth and 
nail. 

‘*Ladies,”’ began one, “have you seen this 
great musician? He salutes no one, and 
never speaks a word. He takes his bowl of 
soup in an arbor in the garden, and then 
hastens away if any one approaches. What 
an oddity he must be!’’ 

‘That's part of his malady,” said another; 
‘people say that there is some terrible mys- 
tery about his life—some love story, I im- 
agine,”’ 

“Not at all,”’ added a third; “Paganini is a 
miser; there’s no niystery about that. Do 
you remeuber that concert which Was or- 
ganized in favor of the families who had suf- 
fered from the inundation at St. Etienne? 
The great violinist refusdd to take part in it 
because he would have to play gratuitously. 
Depend upon it, he fears that, were he to 
mix in our society, he might be asked for 
similar favors.” 

Paganini guessed pretty well how he was 
received by his feilow-boarders, but like 
Galileo of old, he cared for none of these 
things. His nealth became gradually better, 
yet in the whole house he never exchanged a 
word with any one except Nicette. This 
was the housemaid who attended on him:a 
cheerful, innocent country girl, whose gay 
prattie, wnuen she served his meals, often 
availed to dispel the cloud which habitually 
darkened the brows of Paganini. 

One niorning Nicette presented herself 
with a sad, drooping countenance, and 
served breakfast without uttering a word. 
The musician, who was amusing himself 
with carving a piece of ivory tor the handle 
of a dagger, noticed the change in the young 
girl, and questioned her upon it. 

“What's the matter, my child? You look 
sad; your eyes are red; some misfortune has 
befallen you, Nicette.”’ 

“QO, yes! sir.” 
; cata: it be indiscreet to ask you what it 
is 

**No, sir, not precisely; but-——” 

Paganini fixed his great black eyes on the 
girl’s troubled countenance. 

“Come,” he said; “Il see how it is. After 
having made you a thousand promises he has 
quitted you and you no longer have any tid- 
ings of him.” 

“Ah! poor fellow! he has quitted me cer- 
tainly, but it was not his fault.” 

“How is that?” 

“Because in the conscription he drew a 
bad. number, and he has been sent away 
with a great long gun on his shoulder, and [ 
shall never see him again,” sobbed poor 
Nicette, as she buried her face in her white 
apron. 

“But, Nicette, could you not purchase a 
substitute for him?” 

**Mousieur is jesting,” she said. “How 
could I ever buy a substitute?” 

“Does it cost very dear ?’”’ 

‘This year men are tremendously dear, on 
account of the report that there 4 going to 
be a war. Fifteen hundred fraucs is the low- 
est price.”’ 7 

The musician pressed Nicette’s little 
plump hand between his long, sallow fingers, 
ns he said: 

“If that’s all, my girl, don’t cry; we'll see 
what can be done.” 

Then, taking out his pocket-book, he 
wrote on a blank leaf: 

“Mem. ‘To see about giving a concert for 
the benefit of Nicette.”’ 

A month passed on; winter arrived, and 
Paganini’s physician said tuo hin: 

“My dear sir, you must not venture out of 
doors again until after the month of 
March.” 

“lo hear is to obey,’”’ replied the musi- 
clan. 

During the winter a comparative degree of 
heaith and strength returned to Paganini. 
Having no longer the pleasant, shady arbors 
of the garden as a refuge, he began gradual- 
ly to linger ajlittle in the drawing room. Aft- 
er dinner he used to throw. himself on asofa 
of crimson velvet and pass half. an hour in 
turning over a volume of engravings or in 
sipping a glass of sugared water flavored 
with orange flowers. ‘The old ladies of the 
society gossiped on about him and his odd 
ways, but he affected not to hear, and cer- 
tainly did not heed them. 

Christmas eve approached. On the anni- 
versary of the birth of our Lord a custom ex- 
ists in ns. We Won dear to its fuvenile in- 


habitants. wooden shoe is placed at the 
corner of thehearth, and a beneticeat fairy 
is Supposed to come down the cliimney laden 
with various presents and dainties with 
which he fillsit. It is calculated that, one 
year with another, the Christmas wooden 
shoe enriches the trade of Paris with 2,0v0,- 
000 francs. 

“On the morning of the 24th of December 
four of Paganini’s female critics were in 
consultation together. 

“It will be for this evening,” said one. 

“Yes, for this evening; that’s settled,” re- 
plied another. 

After dinner faganini was, according to 
his custoin, seated on the drawing-room 
sofa, sippibg his eau sucre, when an unusual 
noise was heard in the corridor. Presently 
Niectte entered and announced that a porter 
ae arrived with a case directed to Sig. Pag- 
antni. 

“I don’t expect any case,”’ said he; “but 
I suppose he had better bring it in,”’ 

Accordin iy a stout porter entered, bearing 
See gen éal-box, on Which. besides the 
‘address, were the words, “Fragile, with 


care.” Paganini examined it with some cu- 
riosity, and having paid the messenger, pro- 
ceeded to open the lid, His long, thin, but 
extremely museular_ fingers accotnplished 
tiiis task without difficulty, and the é¢om- 
pany, whose curiosity caused them some- 
what to transgress the bounds of good man- 
ners, crowded around in order to see the con- 
tents of the box. 

The musician first drew out a large packet 
enveloped in strong, brown paper, and se- 
cured with several seals. Having opened 
this, a second and thena third envelope ap- 
peared, and at length the eyes of twenty 
persons were regaled with a gigantic wooden 
shoe, carved out of a piece. of ash, and al- 
most large enough to serve for a child’s cra- 
die. Bursts of laughter hailed the discovery. 

“Ah!” said Paganini, “a wooden shoe. I 
can guess tolerably well who sent it. Some 
of these excellent ladies wish to conipare 
meé toachild who always expects presents 
and uever gives amy. Well! be itso. We 
will see if we cannot find some method of 
making this shoe worth its weight in goid.” 

So sayiug, and scarcely saluting the com- 
pany, Paganini withdrew to his own apart- 
ment, Carrying with him the case and its 
contents. 

During three days lie did not reappear in 
the drawing room; Nicette informed the 
company that he worked from morning till 
night with carpenters’ tools. In fact, the 
musician, whose hands were wondrously 
flexible and dexterous in other things besides 
violin playing, had fashioned a perfect and 
sonorous instrument out of a wooden shoe. 
Having enriched it with one siiver string, 
his work was complete. Next day a public 
notice appeared that on New Year’s eve 
Paganini would give aconcert in the large 
hall of the Villa Lutetiana. ‘The great mas- 
ter announced that he would piay ten pieces, 
five on the violin, five on a wooden shoe. .'The 
she: of the tickets was fixed at twenty 

rancs each. Of these only 100 were issued, 
and itis needless to add that they were pur- 
chased by the elite of the beau monde, who, 
during several months, had niissed the pleas- 
ure of hearing Paganiui. The appointed 
evening arrived; the hall, furnished with 
comfortabie chairs, was prepared and lighted 
for the occasion, elegant equipages were 
stationed along the Faubourg Puissoniere, 
and expectation Was on tiptue to know wha - 
the announcement respecting the wooden 
shoe could possibly mean. 

At length Paganini appeared, smiling, 
with every appearance of renewed health, 
and op his favorite violin played some of 
those marvelous strains which never failed 
to transport his auditors to the seventh 
heaven of delight. ‘hen he seized the shoe, 
which, In its new guise of violin, still pre- 
served somewhat of its pristine form, and, 
his whole being lighted up with enthusiasm, 
he commenced one of those wo:drous im- 
prov amens which captivated the souls of 
iis hearers. ‘This one represented first the 
departure of a conscript, the tears, thé wail- 
ing of his betruthed, then his stormy life in 
thecamp and on the feld of battle, and 
finally his return, accompanied by triumph 
and rejoicing, A merry peal of wedding 
bells completed the musical drama. Long 
and loud were the thunders of applause; 
even the old ladies who aisliked 
Paganini could jnot refrain from Clap- 
ping, and bouquets, thrown by 
fair and jeweled hands, fell at the feet of the 
musician, ina corner of the hall, next to 
the door, Nicette was Weeping bitterly; the 
symphony of the conscript had gone straight 
to her heart. At the end of the concert the 
receipts were counted. They amounted to 
2,000 frances. 

‘‘Here, Nicette,” said Paganini, ‘‘you have 
500 francs over the sum required to turnish a 
substitute; they will pay your bridegroom’s 
traveling expenses.” 

Then after a pause he continued: 

‘But you will want something wherewith 
to commence houseKeeping. Take this shoe- 
violin, or this violin-shoe, and seli it for 
your dowry.” 

Nicette did so, and received from arich 
amateur 6,000 francs for Paganini’s wooden 
shoe.

EXECUTIONS IN BURMAH. 


The Cruel Way in which Royal Per- 
s0nages are Put to Deata. 
Cor. Philadelphia Press. 

I asked my companion whether many exe- 
cutions took place here now, and he replied: 
‘There have been none for several weeks, 
because the palace intrigues have kept every- 
body in authority too busy scheming. plot- 
ting and planning to allow them to get up a 
public execution; but not many months ago 
I saw a baud of a store or more men and 
women murdered On this sanguinary hillock. 
Soine of the victims had royal biood in them, 
aud they were not butchered in the common 
way. Imagine to yourself a princess charm- 
ingly dressed in silks and jewels, with tlow- 
ers intertwined in her jet-black hair, being 
pushed or goaded up this hill. The crowd of 
spectators clustered in the rice fleilds there or 
perched upon the roofs of the houses you see 
peeping forth among the mango trees over 
against us on our extreme right, set up 
ashout. Itis nota shout of pity or mercy. 
it is merely one of holiday excitement. Itis 
like the murmur you might hear at New- 
gate when the telon appeared upon the scaf- 
told, or in the Place de Greve when the vic- 
tim’s head was laid on the block beneath the 
guillotine. The sun is pouring down its 
brightest rays which appear to concentrate 
with their greatest brightness on this 
hilluck. One executioner unbinds the giri’s 
raven halr, throws the pretty flowers away, 
twists a tress of it round his hands, and 
pulls her head violently backward. Another 
executioner grasps a bamboo bludgeon 
with both hands. One, two, three! He 
swings it in the air, and down it fails upon 
the outstretched throat. One, two, three! 
and again it strikes the poor, gasping victim 
on the same place. The body falis lifeless, 
though still quivering. ‘The princess is dead. 
Her body is cast aside disdainfully. 

“Then look at this other group of men 
hustling a handsome young Burmese in their 
mnidst—hauling at him, tugging at him, to 
get him to the summit of the mound. He 
also is of royal blood. Pride of race, and 
that disregard for death which eda up 
your true Buddhist as strongiy as es the 
fatalisi of the Wahabee, preserves equan- 
imity in his deportent. He has flung some- 
thing away over among the crowd. Itis 
only his cheroot. He has done with it, and 
long before the brown urchin who has picked 
itup will have blown the last embers from 
it the spark of life of its original owner will 
have joined the elements, and one more 
Buddhist soul will have started off on its 
vast career of transmigration. See, he stands 


dark outline against the unclouded sky. A 
high cheek-boned executioner seizes his long 
black hair in front and pulis his head for- 
ward until his chin adjoins his breast. The 
secoud executioner spits on his hands, grasps 
his bamboo club firmly, and--whish! whish! 
the bludgeon hisses through the air and falls 
on the nape of the neek of the victim. He 
falls forward on his face, the first execution- 
er still holding onto the hair.“ A second 
blow on the back of the neck, while the man 
lies prostrate, settles the matter. An ex- 
perienced touch on the red and bruised neck 
tells the executioner that the vertébra is 
broken and that life has fled. Once morethe 
body is spurned aside, and more victims are 
dragged up the hill. But these latter are 
only common victims and are killed in a 
common way.” 

I venture toask my friend what he calls 
common killings Heexplains: “According 
to the Burmese law royal blood must not be 
shed. This injunction is literally obeyed, 
for while the women are clubbed across the 
throat and the men across the neck, no blood 
is spilt. The common people may be exe- 
cuted in any way. On the morning of which 
I speak the comimon people were hacked by 
a Burmese withashort sword until their 
heads rolled off. Sacre! it was a terrible 
snes but 1 saw no sign of horror among 
the spectators. Executions in independent 
Burmah are too common, and have been for 
centuries, to excite much public feeling. 
Every map, woman, and child knows that 
their turn may come next, just as they hap- 

en to encounter the displeasure of some 
ligh official. Come, let us be moving on- 
ward, or these vultures will think we have 
come here to provide them with a feast.”

‘KEEPER OF MADAM’S SECRETS. 


Maids Who Are Honored by Their Mis- 
tresses as Confidantes. 
From the New York Journal. 

The lady’s maid with the white cap is more 
ecomuion than the valet. Alt of the more 
prominent actresses have maids, and nearly 
ail leading society ladies have them also. 
One of the most noticeable results of foreign 
travel is the acquisition of the lady’s maid. 
These maids are often’ maids-of-all-work, 
and occupy the dual capacity of maid and 
companion or confidante. A well known ac- 
tress gives all her letters to her maid to an- 
swer; indeed, except to legal documents, she 
seldom takes pen in hand, as her education 
was neglected in early life, and she is not 
skilled either in chirography, syntax or. ety- 
mology. 

‘There is a great difference in ladies’ maids, 
according to their nationality. The foreign 
ladies’ maids, French, Swiss or English,seem 
to be born to occupy the position, and are 
subservient and deterential, and, it may be 
added, sycophantic. ‘Lhe colored maids are 
the most affectionate and reliable. The 
maids selected from poor families are the 
most intelligent, and at the same time most 
independent. ‘The French and Swiss maids 
generally succeed in eliciting the confidence 
of théir mistresses, aud occupy the position 
ofa confidante, though mercenary, and it 
is dangerous to trust them with valuable se- 
crets. © 

‘Tha position of governess or companion 
must not be confounded with tbat of ladies’ 
maids. though they are in the famllies of the 
parvenu and at the hotels, where a coOmpan- 
jon can ride in the elevator, the maid not 
being permitted therein, but compelled to 
walk up and down stairs the same as the 
other servants. The governess and com- 
panion are generally ladies of position in re- 
duced circumstances, who are pare way fit 
associates of those who employ them and 
oiten much superior in every respect to them 
excepting social position and resources. 
The governess or companion is perinit- 
ted to dress to suit her taste, while the lady’s 
maid is compelled to wear the white linen 
cap and the piain garb of the household sub- 
ordinate. 

Ladies’ maids are generally young women, 
past twenty-five, or elderly women, childless 
widows olf deceased barbers or Waiters or 
grooms. ‘Their functions are identical in re- 
gard to the ladies who empluy them as those 
of the valet toward his master, only more 
confidential and more social, as the two for- 
mer are brought more together aud more in- 
timate than the latter, and censequentiy the 
intercourse is more famillar. Ladies’ maids 
have much leisure, and going about with 
their mistresses have a much — time 
than the other servants, Who have only their 
hebdomanal “day off’ for personal eujoy- 
ment.

A POINTER FOR CATTLE DEALERS. 


Right of the Creeks to Tax Stock Crossing 
Their Country Denied. 

Mr. C. W. Rogers, Vice-President of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco raiiroad,in June ad- 
dressed a letter to Hon. 1. C. Parker. United 
States District Judge at Fort Smith, Ark., in- 
forming him that parties driving cattle throuch 
the Creek Nation to that road and to points on it 
in the Cherokee Nation, are required by the 
Creeks to pay a tax of $1 per head per month for 
the right to drive their cattle through the Creek 
Nation, and asking the Judge whether they have 
any right to charge this tax. Yesterday Mr. 
Rogers received a reply from Judge Baker, who 
stated that he had already, ina similar case, de- 
cided that a law of the Cherokee Nation similar to 
thisjone of the CreeKs,providing for the assessment 
and collection of a tax upon catile or stock of any 
kind passing through the Nation, was void. Cou- 
gress alone had the rightto legislateupon and 
regulate inter-state commerce, and legislation 
upon the subject by any other power isa plain 
assuipption of the power vested exclusively in 
Congress. If persons took cattle into the Creek 
country lo graze them, they had a right to collect 
a grazers’ tax, but if cattle are passing over their 
country tomiarket they had no right to collect any 
tax for such transit.

AN ADMINISTRATOR ’S LIABILITY. 


Judge Woerner of the Probate Court Ren- 
ders an Important Decision. 


In the matter of the estate of John B. Carson, 
Judge Woerner of the Probate Court this morn- 
ing rendered the following decision: “There was 
a final settlement and discharge of thie 
administrator nearly fourteen years ago, 
pending a suit against the estate in the 
Supreme Court of the United States, which 
subsequently resulted in a judgment against the 
administrator. To satisfy this judgment it 
became necessary to set aside the final 


settiemenutin chancery and to further proceed 
with the administration in the Probate Court, to 
whicb the Judgment was presented for classificar 
tion. Inhis final settlement the administrato- 
claimed a credit in his favor of $5,636 12, repre- 
senting the excess of disbursements allowed to 
him over the assets received; hence there were 
no assets prima facie out of which the debt could 
be satisfied. The administraior, therefore, 
th ee foranorder to sell real estate, but in 
trial OL this Motion it Was oOveiruled, the court 
finding that the personal assets were 
originally sullicient tu pay all 
the debts of the estate, and 
that instead of an order of sale of real estate the 
remedy of the creditor was against the adminis- 
trator ouhis bond, and of the administrator an 
order against the legatees to refund as provided 
by statute. From this judgment there was an 
appeal to the Circuit Court and Court of Appeals, 
whigh resulted in ifs reversal, the Court of Ap- 
peals being of opinion that the personal assets 
were not sufficient to pay the debts and directing 
an order forthe sale of the realty: From the 
judgment of _ tiie Court of 
there was an appeal 
Supreme Court, where the matter is pow pending. 
After the appeal from the judg- 
meut of the Probate Court, a motion was made 
and sustained, requiring the administrator to 
procure better security,;in default whereof his let- 
ters were revoked, and the Public Acdiministrator 
directed to take charge of the estate. The present 
proceeding is to ascertain the assets in the hands 
of the former administrator, for which he may be 
liable to his successor apd for judgnient against 
h and bis surety tor the amount so found. 
UNDER THE LAW 
regulating this proceeding it seems to 
be clear that the administrator removed is tiable 
to account to his successor not only for ali assets 
remaining in bis hauds unadministered at the 
time of his removal, but also fur ail assets tnat he 
has improperly administered. That he bas 
iliegally administered or Wasted the assets can- 
not be held to show that he accounted for for 
such assets in the meaning of the siaiute. He is 
then liable ip this proceeding for all assets which 
were once in hts hands and which are not shown 
to Lave been legally administered, that is applied 
in the manner required by law. And, since the 
payment of legacies iu derogation of tue rights 
of creditors is “devastavit,” he must be held to 
account to his stcecessor for such amount of the 
legacies he may have pald, or may be necessary 
to pay debts. The decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals 18 ln consonance With the prevalent Ameri- 
cau doctrine, that, without an order of court di- 
recling the administrator to take charge of the 
real estate lor the purpose of selling or leasing it 
to pay debts, it is no part of his duly or authority 
to meddle with it .in any respect. It 
tollows that in the present proceeding the 
former administrator will be held labile for all 
unadianistered property of the estaie, and for 
all legacies paid in derogation of the rights of 
creditors to the extent to which it may be neces- 
sary for the payment of debts now remaining un- 
ape and the necessary costs arising, and that he 
S not responsible for the rents or proceeds of sale 
ot real estate, nor entitled to credit for expenses 
or disbursements in connection therewith, either 
lor repairs, taxes (except such as arose for pos- 
session in the lifetime «of the tes- 
lator) or disencumbrahce, The 
items Of the administrator’s account which 
must be charged in consequence of this ruling 
are: Proceeds of sale of rea estate, $11,750, and 
rents. $1,692 50, must be struck out onthe debit 
Side; expenses of real estute for repairs, taxes 
and encumbrances dischargea,$14,431 15, and lega- 
cies paid, $19,400, which are to be deducted froin 
the credit side.
